The Situation at the Capital. 


A prominent business man and shipper 


at Springfield is represented by the Jour- 
nal aa saying that he considered the max- 
imum freight rates established under the 
present law more of a detriment than a 
benefit to the shipper. He said before 
the law was put into effect, his firm paid 
only a 25 to 40 cent rate, while now they 
have to pay 51 cents on flret-clajs freight. 
Hence he considers the present law baa 
worked against the shippers. "It makes,'' 
he said, "a uniform rate instead of allow- 
ing the towns having extra facilities to 
derive any benefit." It is also represented 
that the Springfield merchants expect to 
break the freight pool by forming a com- 
bination in favor of one road, or, by giv- 
ing to this road all the carrying to and 
from Springfield, make the inducement 
ae great that the company will withdraw 
from the pool. It is also stated that one 
of the roads in the pool is understood to 
be ready to enter into such an arrange- 
ment, and unless tho deRired concessions 
are made by the pool this course will be 
pursued. J

What It "Pledges. 


The Nicaragua!! treaty ia pub- 


lished in full, and the public will be 
now enabled to obtain a fair idea, 
not only of what it proposes shall be 
gained by the United States, but 
what the acquisition will cost 
The 


document provides 


1. The United States shall build a 


canal across the Isthmus of Nicara- 
gua, the canal to be under the joint 
ownership of the United States and 
Nicaragua. 


2. Perpetual alliance between the 


two countries, the United States 
guaranteeing the integrity of Nicar- 
agua's territory. 


3. Nicaragua grants to the United 


States right of way, by land and 
water, for the canal, for railroad and 
for telegraph lines, the United States 
to indemnify private owners if their 
property is taken. 


4. A strip of land two and a half 


miles wide along the line of tbe 
canal is to be jointly owned by tbe 
two countries, Nicaragua to have 
civil jurisdiction over it 


B. 'Die canal tolls are to go two- 


thirds to the United States and one 
third to Nicaragua 


6- The United States to loan Nic- 


aragua $4,000,000, to be paid in fre- 
quent install ments. The loan ia to 
be repaid from Nicaragua's share of 
the canal tolls. 


These are the most important pro- 


visions. The details are numerous 
and are for the purpose of facilita- 
ting the work of construction, and 
relate to the management of the ca- 
nal after its completion. Nicaragua 
is prohibited from levying any ens 
torn house duties on passengers, ves 
sels or cargoes passing through the 
canal, but that nation may enforce a 
police system along its course. 
The 


United States is to have exclusive 
control of the work of construction, 
but contracts may be enforced and 
tbe work shall be protected under 
the laws of Nicaragua. Nicaragua 
agrees to extinguish in due fo; 
such rights as may have been ac- 
quired by any other nation under 
any previous treaty, which will in 
elude the abrogation of the Clayton 
Bulwer treaty. 


Such are in general terms the 


most important provisions of this 
document. It appears to be receivec 
with general favor. 
Perhaps the 


objections to the policy for which i' 
provides on the part of the Umtec 
States are not of such weight as to 
couterbalance its evident advantages 
The canal would probably cost f 100, 
000,000. 
The United States has 


not been remarkably successful as a 
partner in similar works in the past 
but perhaps the gain would b 
greater than the loss, if it should 
sink the entire amount without 
pectation of a return.
